Minnesota Massacres—Horrible
Crueliles and Treacheries
of the Indians.
Rewards of Merit by the Goverament
for Crimes and Flendishness—
Why Nol Keep it up!

Letter to the New York Tribune.

Iu the spring of 1842, when the Sioux
sat in council to eonsider the question of
exterminsating the ‘‘pale-faces” of Min-
nesota, the exterminators wurged the
policy of embracing that opportumity ot
ridding themselves of their hated neigh-
bors and taking possession of their moch
eovelad goods, alse a recent call for
troops must drain the State of her de-
fenders. The general government hav-
ing all it coald do to erush the rebellion,
ecould not interfere. That was the
time! Then or never, Hut the more
timid feared the cotsequences and
held back, until Little Crow, who was a
wise old bird, and had studied the In-
dian policy of the nation, assured them
there was no danger. “White man,' he
said, **not like Indisn; while man's
beart soft: white man kill Indian. In-
dian cateh him, sealp him, Eill bim;
Indian kill white man; white msn
eateh Indian, feed him, give him blan-
kets!” On this hint they acled, and
with full expectation of being rewarded
with food and blasakets. The worst
came. They murdered nearly or quite
one thousand people, principally women
and children. Babies they shut up in
the ovens of cook-stoves, bailt fires in
the fire chambers, and roastel them.

In ome place they
hung eight in & row. They collected
small children and shut them up in
rooms to starve; then maimed the pa-
rents and bound them (o Lrees, where
they might hear their cries without be-
ing able to go to them. They cut off the
feet of several little boys, unjointing
them eunningiy, and leaving the suffer-
ers to die. They viciatad the persons of
women and girls less than nine years of
sge, in presence of husbands, fathers and
mothers,
mity possible, many utterly incon-
ceivable in any but Indisns, The par-
ties first attacked wers. generally
those with whom they had been on the
most riendly terms,
they had been most hospitably enter-
tained were sacked amoug the earliest.
I'ie Chippawas, who had intended to
join them, were deterred by the nons-ar-
rival of their smmunition and the pre-
cipitancy of their allies, who were hur-
riel on to the decisive blow by the
drunken zeal of two of thelr number,
who murdered a family before she ap-
pointed time,
REPRISALS BY THE WHITES.

Two days after the main massacre,
two companies of new recruits marched
out of St. Cloud to join the regiment st
Fort Schnsalling, leaving with their
wives such arms as they could spare,
They had waited uonptil the last
moment, hoping for an order coun-
termanding that which required
them to move, and %0 had not
time to walk, Their departure
pearly drained the town of means of
trausportation ss well as men. Those wo-
men sod chiliren whe wanted to go with
them were left behind for lack of
wagons and borses. Next day, Hole-
in-pe-Day sent us word that he would
retain his young warriors a certain num-
ber of days, walling for Commissioner
Dole. Ifbe did not arrive at Chippewa
headquarters by that time, he would no
longer Le answerable for them. The
=t Uloud men intercepted a wagon-load
of ammmunition ou its way to his young
warriors, atid gol ready ts give them a
warm weleome.

They therefore postponed Lheir visit,
Next year he went to Washington, got
ten thousand dollars as a rewand for
merit, took a seveuth wife, and came
home in a blaze of glory. Minnpesota
menr Sud volunteers from  other States
wentl after the Sioux, ('ﬂl]-mrwl four or
live hundred warriors, and brought them
in as prisoners. They organized & court,
tried them, found three bundred guilty
of murder in the first degres, and sen-
tenced them to be hanged. The general
government interfered, and would not
permit the execution of any but thuse
found guilty of murder and rape. As
they had left few witnesses alive, only
thirty-nine were convicted of this donble
charge. These were hanged, while the
others were paid, got their blankets, ac-
eording to the Little Crow plan, and
were turbed loose, well-armed and
equlp for more massaeres.
